When the enthusiasm had sufficiently 
subsided for Lo'rd Kitchener to" make 
himself heard, be modestly returned! 
thanks for the gift, and expressed (the 
confident hope t.liy.t in South Africa, at 
any rate, the sword would not again bo 
drawn from its seaboard. 

Lord Kitchener eulogized Lord iMil- 
ner, British High- 'Commissioner in 
South Africa, tsnd- made an appeal, 
based upon his intimate and personal 
friendship with uud knowledge oi tho 
South African administrator, that hebe 
given the confidence and support off the 
'British nation. Referring to the min- 
eral and agricultural! wealth of the new 
territory, Lord Kitchener said: 

"You may assure yourselves that you 
have nothing less than the Hl-Skingf? of 
a new America in tho- Southern hemis- 
phere." He said! the- question of who- 
would supply the energy, brains, and 
money to. carry out' this great develop- 
ment was one more for Ms hearers than 
for himself, but' whom in iSouth 'Africa 
patriotism was joined' with self-interest, , 
be was not afraid tliey would fail to 
sow the seed 'and reap the harvest for ■ 
which he hoped those who had recently- 
ibeen in South Africa had prepared. 

London, July 31. — Lord Rosebery pre- 
sided at n largely attended dinner of 
the Liberal League tonight, at which . 
Herbert J3. Ashquith, 'Sir Edward Grey, 
Sir -Henry II. Fowlbr,. Richard B. Hal- - 
dame, and other prominent (Liberals 
were present. Lord' Rosebery, in tlie 
course of a lengthy speech, dilated upon 
the recent bye-election, for the member 
of tlie House' of Commons to represent 
North Leeds, which resulted in tlie elec- 
tion of Rowland Barren, Liberal, who 
sat at Lord Roseberj-'s right. Tho 
speaker characterized' the North Leeds • 
verdict as having more significance than 
any single election sinco the late Mr. 
Gladstone was first returned for 
Midlothian, and almost 'a vital blow to 
the prestige of tlie government. Y r et 
Lord Rosebery warned his hearers 50 
such elections as- that of North Leeds 
might not turn out the party in power. 
It showed, however, that the nation 
was beginning to look dispassionately 
at the government's record in domestic 
legislation, and to cool with the cooler 
temper than it. could during. the South 
African war. The Liberal party bad 
suffered a long period of sterility, said 
tho speaker, it had ibeen. going through 
the valley of the- shadow of death from 
want of concentration, and it had been 
allowing itself to become dissociated 
from the Imperial aspirations of tho 
nation.. The party had suffered, con- 
tinued the speaker, by its unfortunate 
attitude in regard to the Irish question, 
and until the Imperial: Liberal principles 
spread within it, there would ibe neces- 
sity for the continued existence of the 
Imperial League, which Lord Rosebery 
said did not threaten internal disunion, 
but formed a rallying point for others 
sharing the principles of lis promoters.

The first 
stop in this direction was taken this 
afternoon, when a telegram was sent 
from here to Governor Stone requesting 
to send n personal representative hero 
to investigate the conditions, and ex- 
pressing the belief that after such in- 
vestigation he will learn thnt the pres- 
ence of the troops is unnecessary. Of 
the 20 or more persons who were beaten 
with clubs or struck by bullets during 
last night's noting, one man, Jos. Bed- 
dell, died shortly after 10 o'clock to- 
night. He was n brothe- of Deputv 
Sliertff Thomas Beddell, and n nephew 
of S. R. Beddell. the sheriff *f the 
county. He was ,'V> years old, and was 
a member of the Beddell, Tnggart Co., 
hardware dealers, of this city.' 

Most of the wounded strikers claim 
that they were merely onlookers. The 
district attorney and the .sheriff are 
prosecuting an investigation with a view 
of placing under arrest all those who 
participated in the riot. 'Several of tho 
wounded strikers called at the miner's 
hospital today to bnve slight injuries 
dressed, nnd after tho doctors got 
through with them, they were arrested 
and taken to the provincial jail.

Destruction 

And Desolation 



Terrific Earthquake Shocks 
Spread Ruin in Southern 
California. 



Fertile Valleys Turned Into 
Desolate Waste— Towns 
Destroyed. 



Sau Louis Obispo, Cni., July 31. — A. 
strip -of country fifteen miles Ions by 
four miles wide, rent with gaping tis- 
Buros anil dotted -with hills and knolls 
that sprung tip during the night, as if 
iby magic, a village in ruins and hun> 
drods of people fleeing for their Jives 
are the results of last night's seismic 
disturbance in the valley of Los 
lAJamos, in the northern part of Santa 
Barbara county. During the last four 
days that section of the country ha 
been shaken by a series of earthquakes 
that is without precedent in the history 
or tradition of the Pacific Coast, and 
•the continuance of the disturbances and 
the accompanying severity of the 
shocks have so terrorized the inhabit- 
ants that they are leaving for other 
parts as rapidly as possible, and even 
now the vil'ngo is almost entirely de- 
serted. 

The disturbances began on Sunday 
evening with a shock which caused sev 
oral thousand dollars' worth of damag 
to property in the valley and surround- 
ing country. This shock was followed 
Iby il numb. 'i- of disturbances less severe 
aiul less disastrous, continuing the re- 
mainder of Sunday night and .Monday. 

On .Tuesday night, beginning at 12:10 
o'clock, there was another series <il" sev- 
en shocks, all of which were light. 

The jnost severe shock of the entire 
series occurred at 1 I :iiO o'clock this 
morning. Hills were shaken and twist- 
ed to their foundations, and the val- 
leys trembled and rolled.' Oreat fissures 
were run deep in the earth, hills and 
knolls appeared in level valleys. Jin\'-J 
spriir-'s of water appeared in places 
that had been dry, and the general top- 
ography of the valley was greatly 
changed in many respects. 

I'l.IvI) IX DISMAY. 

\Vit!i [lie first warning of the ap- 
proaching disaster the ten or-stricUen 
people rushed into the streets and 
soughl places of safety in vacant lots 
and roads, while many fled towards the 
neighboring hills. The ifirst vibrations 
■were similar to the preceding disturb- 
ance in direction and effect, but they 
-were immediately followed by the most 
terrific shock ever experienced in this 
section of the state. The earth trem- 
bled and rolled and twisted until it was 
impossible for people to stand erect, and 
the inhabitants crouched together, fear- 
ful that the earth might open and swal- 
low them. The terror inspired by the 
runublings and tremblings of the earth 
■was increased by the sound of falling 
buildings, which gave some idea of the 
destruction that was being wrought. 
"When -the most serious shocks had pass- 
ed and the rumbling sounds had VVijTl- 
away, the people gathered about the 
ruins of their places of business, and 
when they saw the extent of the dam- 
age, many of them, fearful of a repeti- 
tion of the experience, immediately 
started on foot, or by any conveyance 
that could be had. for places where the 
previous shocks had been less severe, 
A IIUIXED CITY. 

With the dawn or the day the stricken 
valley had the appearance of the Tuins 
of a city long deserted. A church had 
been levelled to the ground, and not one 
<brick building was left standing. 
'Chimneys had toppled over, frame 
.buildings had been wrenched apart and 
■thrown from their foundations, telegraph 
and telephone wires had been broken, 
-and there was not a building in town 
that had not Ibeen damaged more or 
less serious! r. fn the store buildings 
that were totally destroyed, merchan- 
dise was thrown "from shelves and any- 
thing breakable was destroyed: not a 
pane of glass was left in any window in 
town, and in tin- frame cottages and 
dwellings that were left standing, stoves 
were overturned and crockery and glass- 
wur" destroyed. 

WMvESr.RiEAT) DESTRUCTION". 
' A conservative estimate of the loss to 
-propcrtv in the village is S:',0,0:)<). and 
the amount will probably be greatly in- 
creased bv the damage in the surround- 
in" country. The extent of the most 
severe portion of the disturbance is 11 
jniles long by -! miles -wide-, but the 
shock was felt throughout Santa Bar- 
bara and San Luis Obispo counties. 

C NT IX U OUS iSH C KS. 
' Since the first disturbances on Sun- 
day night there have been more than 
TO distinct shocks, and those who have 
Ibeen keeping records have now given 
up. as the disturbances have become al- 
most continuous. 

ANOTHER SEV Ell IS SHOCK.

INJUNCTION ISSUED. 

To Restrain" United -Mine Workers 
iFroui Interfering With JS'oii- . 
Unionists. 

'Charleston, AY. Va., July 31.— Presi- 
dent John Mitchell bas been enjoined. 
A r bill ia equity was tiled in the federal 
court hero today by the Chesapeake & 
Ohio agency, New Jersey corporation; 
which has its principal offices in Mow 
York, in which 50 coal companies op- 
erating in the New Klver fields, the 
Chesapeake & Ohio railway company, 
<;. \V. Purcell, W. H. Wilson, John 
Mitchell, T.-.T. Carroll, J. ill. Richards 
and about 150 members of the United 
Mine Workers of America are made 
defendants. 

The bill sets up that the complainant 
is engaged in selling coal and coke, and 
has a contract for the output of the 
collieries, which are made a purty de- 
fendant, and a contract with the de- 
fendant railroad company for the ship- 
ment of coal so purchased. That be- 
cause of a strike in the field emlbraced 
by the various companies mentioned, 
which has existed since June 7 Inst, tuTl 
coal companies have failed- to live up, 
to their contracts for deliveries of coal; 
that ihore exists a secret organization 
known as tlio United 'Mine Workers of 
America, of which John Mitchell is 
President and \V, II. AVilson is secre- 
tary, under the orders of which the men 
employed in the mines who are members 
of this organization, refuso to do their 
duty, and in addition thereto assemble 
in marches and meetings, and so con- 
duct themselves as to intimidate em- 
ployees of the rnrious companies, thus 
preventing them going to the work 
which they desire to perform. 

The bill, which is n long one, was 
presented to Judge Keller today, anil 
he issued a temporary order restraining 
nml prohibiting tho defendants, W. H. 
AVilson, John Mitchell, and others (all 
of whom are named in the order) and 
all others associating or acting with 
them, from in any way interfering with 
the management operation, or conduct- 
ing of said mini's by the owners of these 
operating them. either by menaces, 
threats of any character, or intimida- 
tion used to prevent the employees of 
said mines from going to or from the 
mines, nnil coke plants, r>r from engag- 
ing in the business of mining in said 
mines, or laboring upon said eoRc 
plants.

Prices are 
high— often high enough to check the 
tree placing of orders— and costs of pro- 
duction have risen materially, awing to 
the advances in wages and raw ma- 
terials; so that manufacturers, -while 
finding a free outlet for their goods, are 
obliged to meet steadily diminished pro- 1 
fits. Needless to say, the aggressive, at- 1 
titude of labor added to these drawbacks 
renders the maimfaeturiug outlook less 
rosy than one or two years ago. This 
fact is amply demonstrated by the 
smaller profits reported toy some of the 
large trusts in their latest statements, 
and ndds foreo to the suggestion that 
speculative operations on the long side 
of the industrials are increasingly haz- 
ardous." In other words, the (boom is 
over. (Nor was that 'boom character- 
ized by such moderation and solidity ns 
to give an effective guarantee that ■nor- 
mal •conditions can supervene Without 
some preliminary wreckage. As we re- 
marked before, this may be an ill- 
founded opinion. But none can toe pn- 
.jured toy recognizing the obvious fact 
that business conditions in the United 
State!; have undergone a complete 
■cbnngc during the last year. 

BRITISH ro.aTlOS. 

The Leeds election has shown it to be 
:i practical certainty that the leader of 
the Liberal, party will be the next prime 
minister Ot Great Britain, bard as it is 
to conceive of the present leader in that 
position. It is a curious feature of 
Great Britain that n ministry is always 
Strong during n war, but seldom survives 
a declaration of pence. The things 
which have loosened the hold Of the 
present government upon the people are 
unquestionably the corn duty and the 
education bill. Ever since the Salisbury 
government came into otllce it has been 
licensed of partiality to the landed and 
clerical interests, the clerical interest 
meaning the church as established in 
England. Some time ago the opposition 
made a fierce -a1 tack upon the govern- 
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THE UJTJSINESS OUTLOOK. 

Throughout Canada we are vitally in- 
terested in the state o£ business nml 
credit in the United States. It is true 
'we are not interested to nearly the same 
extent as we would 'he had reciprocal 
business relations been encouraged on 
either side. Our independence in this 
respect is always flattering to our nation- 
al pride, and under some conditions, 
may be extremely advantageous to our 
pockets. We have already drawn at- 
tention to the fact that industry and 
finance in the United States show symp- 
toms at the present moment which are 
far from healthy. There is a clearly 
implied warning for us all to look out 
for squalls. If anything does happen, 
the sympathetic disturbance in Canada 
will be greatly minimized if Canadian 
business interests are prepared before- 
hand. We are perfectly well aware 
that a note of warning struck at a time 
when everyone is continually speaking 
of unexampled prosperity will seem to 
many business men a stumbling block, 
and to the man on the street foolish- 
ness. Well, iet them put aside our re- 
marks as the opinion of a mere theoret- 
ical student of industrial economy who 
will only be too pleased if the opinion is 
ill-founded. We have before ns ot tin 
present moment Clews' financial cireii 
lar. From that we discover that money 
is dear in the United Stales anil cheap 
in Europe, Hint is comparatively cheap. 
But it has been cheaper, and it would 
Dot require a very heavy demand for 
gold on this side to make the European 
■bankers tighten their purs;' strings. In 
the United States, as Mr.' Clews re- 
marks, "Our banks nro well loaned n j > 
and reserves are low." If it were not 
for the fact that gold is easy in Europe 
and funds procurable there, particularly 
in France, the situation would even now 
be critical. "Large sums," he goes on, 
"of foreign capital are loaned in this 
market, and repayment later on may 
compel gold exports, but these are like 
Iy to be deferred until after t'.'e harvest, 
and the outlook now is that breadstuffs 
and cotton will go forward freely enongn 
to largely liquidate these obligations, 
and so lessen our payments in gold." If 
that means anything at all, it means that 
the recuperative effect of n big harvest 
upon the financial situation has already 
been discounted. Now, in what way nre 
the financial resources of the United 
States so tied up as to cause this strin- 
gency: In enhancing the prices of raw 
cotton, meat and other things by com- 
bination and manipulation, and particu- 
larly in maintaining a highly inflated 
market in railway and industral stocks. 
Now let us suppose that raw cotton and 
foodstuffs do not go forward freely un- 
less ptices fall. We see no reason why 
they should. The Lancashire mills can- 
not pay the price and live; and t lie Lan- 
cashire operative will perforce have to 
tighten his belt instead of filling his 
stomach with American bread. Imme- 
diately the margins of the manipulators 
would go pop, the European lenders call 
in their gold and the yellow metal pour 
out of the United 'States. It is when 
we turn to the industrial field, however, 
that the most serious condition confronts 
us. Even the optimistic Mr. (.(.'lews 
says: "In the industrial field prospects 
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clined to respond. Now, however, there 
can be little question but that Great 
Britain considers the corn duty ami the 
education bill, as not merely "doles," 
but attempts to alter the policy of the 
country in favor of the landlord and the 
parson. The education bill in particular 
appears to have aroused the most bitter 
feeling. What this bill is. what it ac- 
tually does, we have noi yet been able 
to discover. There have been numerous 
articles in the reviews on it, but they 
all seem to discuss its effects without 
deeming it necessary to clearly explain 
its provisions, which places people at a 
distance at rather a disadvantage. How- 
ever, it is denounced as an attempt oil 
the part of the 'Church of England to re- 
assert control of religious teaching in 
the public schools. The nonconformists 
are furious. A very influential deputa- 
tion of them went the length of threat- 
ening the government. They seem to 
have succeeded in modifying the bill, and 
in rousing the country against its au- 
thors. When the tide in Great Britain 
sets against a government, nothing thai 
government can do will turn it. In ad- 
dition to these specific acts, the blun- 
ders of the war and the personalities of 
Balfour and 'Chamberlain do not by any 
menus strengthen the government, The 
Prime Minister is too remote am! pas- 
sionless to win the heart Of the people. 
As for Chamberlain, those who approve 
of his present course and policy dis- 
trust him, and those who disapprove of 
them, hate him with an intense and 
virulent hatred., The two do not make, 
a good team to pull an unpopular gov- 
ernment into popularity again. Natur- 
ally we are not so much interested in 
the domestic politics of Great Britain ns 
in the effect the coming change will 
have on her Imperial and Colonial 
policy. We can only hope that as the 
foreign policy ot* Great Britain does not 
change whatever party is in power, 
merely tin' country's rate of progression 
in a particular direction, so the same 
principle will apply to Colonial policy, 
and that stops made towards the unifi- 
cation of the Empire will not he re- 
traced. It would not be surprising, as 
was suggested in these columns nfte! 
the Bury election, it' then' were an im- 
pel ions demand for the re-enltance of 
Lord Rosebery into public life, and pos- 
sibly his assumption of the leadership. 
The Liberal party will require all the 
brains it has got, and certainly move 
tban characterize the oHlcinl rliqno 
which lit present dominates it, to deal 
successfully with the prese.it favorable 
(for iti i urn of affairs. Lord Uosebery's 
return would be the best thing for the 
Empire which could happen under the 
circumstances. 



fMr. George Anderson, the special 
commissioner, appointed by the Domin- 
ion government to investigate the trade 
conditions in Yukon, met the Hoard of 
Trade yesterday morning. President 
MeQuade was in the chair, and there 
was a large number of members pres- 
ent. 

■II. tA. IMuun was the first to speak re- 
garding the Northern trade question. 
Tie " said the transportation question 
was the greatest difficulty with which 
local merchants had to contend, for the 
trade of the river was in the hands of 
tl corporation which did not favor Cana- 
dians. The people of the North, now 
that the iboom days were over, could 
not afford to pay the exorbitant prices 
which formerly ruled, and the railway 
and steamship companies charged rates 
out of all proportion to the value of 
the goods carried, and the only salva- 
tion, in the mind of the speaker for 
Canadian trade with the North, was tho 
construction of a wagon road ifroin 
Skagway to Bennett, which, although 
it might seem a retrogode movement, 
was necessary to allow of the transpor- 
tation of freight over-land to the water- 
way, and thus force the railway to 
make a living rale. A competitive 'road 
was very necessary. 

i>. J. iPitts said that one reason why 
Canadian goods do not control the mar- 
ket in the North, was owing to the 
White Pass & Yukon company not of- 
fering inducements to Canadian trade, 
but rather placing obstacles in its way 
in preference of 'Seattle and Sun Fran- 
cisco. The company gives the same 
rate from Seattle or San Francisco ns 
from Victoria or Vancouver, but give no 
corresponding favor to Eastern Cana- 
dian points. An arrangement had been 
made 'by the White Pass & Yukon com- 
pany with the N. A. T. T. compnny to 
curry the Commercial company's freight 
on the railway only, and the company's 
steamers carry it on sea anil river. The 
company can therefore charge what 
they like, and make immense profits on 
the gain which they make by their 
freight arrangement, in fact, no one 
can compete with them on that basis. 
The. 'W. P, cc v. route too, offers in- 
ducements to the heavy shippers, giving 
rebates, etc. The sienkur knew of one 
case where last, year they had given u 
rebate of $20 per ton to a Seattle firm. 
The company held the interests of Seat- 
tle and Snn Francisco in preference to 
those of Canadian shippers, and did not 
assist 'Canadian trade in any way what- 
ever, although the road holds a Cana- 
dian charier. 

The speaker instanced a case where 
his firm had an order for LMMi tons of 
potatoes, sud gave a bond of $5,000 on 
the freight when shipping. The rnil- 
wny company refused to accept the 
bond with the shipment ns additional 
security, holding that the entire amount 
of $12,000 must be guaranteed. They 
would not give the guarantee ami run 
the all too great risk, and the order 
was transferred to .Seattle. At the 
present time, the speaker said, his firm, 
was shipping carload lots from San 
Francisco, which were formerly ship- 
ped from here, the consignee in Daw- 
son having learned that the railway 
company charged the same freight rate 
from Sun Francisco as it did from Vic- 
toria. Victoria could not therefore bene- 
fit iby handling these goods. The great- 
est mistake was not in encouraging the 
building of an all-Canadian route. (Ap- 
plause.) This was the top and bottom 
of the whole thing. The White Pass 
it i ukon company were dickering with 
tho Trig commercial companies, and mak- 
ing good profits by allowing the com- 
mercial companies to make enormous 
profits, and the company did not care 
for Canadian trade. 

Mr. Wollnston said the last speaker 
had expressed mutters according to bis 
understanding of the question. The 
diUlctilty was that the policy of the 
VV 1'. oc Y. railway has been* the con- 
ciliation of tin- large commercial com- 
panies doing business in Dawson. The 
\V. I*. & V. railway has worked hand 
in glove with them, ami made freight 
arrangements with them to tin- detri- 
ment of other dealers. The W. P. & 
V. route has said to the big companies, 
"if you will charge a rate of $C0 a 
ton by the lower river, we will make 
a charge of ;>"70 a ton by the upper 
river." This policy has thrown the 
trade to t,he big companies to the ex- 
clusion of the small dealer, and to the 
understanding of the speaker, the small

Hut he did 
not seem to see any remedy lying to the 
hand of the "Dominion government.

If the gift bad the effect of 
making Mr. Morley retire from politics 
it would effect a noble purpose. Botli 
literature and polities would be the 
gainers.

Repre- 
sentative institutions, if they itre to last, 
should grow gradually out of the need 
of them.

for under the present conditions he is 
(diliged to buy from the big companies,- 
who, having their whole interest In 
the United States, throw all their busi- 
ness io the United States, ami do not 
buy in Canada unless obliged to. 'Smug- 
gling on the lower river is another 
thing. The speaker had not facts, but 
from hearsay anil honest convictions, 
he was assured that smuggling in a 
large way existed on the Lower Yukon. 
This was one reason why Canadians 
were shut out of the trade. The rates 
made iby the W. I'. & Y. company in 
past years— not so much this year — have 
In en utterly exorbitant, and no one in a 
small wily of business could pay the 
rates and compete with buyers who 
buy in large quantities and take in their 
freight on their own steamers. The 
r.:le on freight by the lower river from 
San Francisco to Dawson was from 
ifJiO to SKI by way of the mouth of the 
Yukon, whereas the cost over the 
White Pass route according to the pub- 
lished tariff this year is Sli per hun- 
dred from Victoria or from Kan Fran- 
cisco by the railway route and upper 
river— $05 per ton as compared with 
$.".ll or $40. The $<J5 per ton rate is, 
li o, a commodity rate, and in order to 
(ditain it the shipper must send in 50 
tons of staples, and the rate does not 
cover meats and other things. As 
.against this, the rate on the lower river, 
a M hough so much less, covered every- 
thing, and was measured by weight, aiid 
not measurement, and then- was no 
classification rs on the iWliito Tass 
route. The trip over the White Pass 
occupied some eight or nine days, 
whereas file time occupied from 'San 
Francisco to Dawson was from I!." to 
40 days. These are facts, which in the 
opinion of the speaker, the Dominion 
government should enquire into, for it 
was incumbent on the enmpnuv to so- 
!h"t the W. P. A- Y. railway' charged 
only such rates as in can fairly earn, 
and not such a rate as it can squeeze 
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how many women breathe daily the 
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from shippers. Now tho W. I\ & Y. 
company is taking as much as it can 
get, and giving us little as possible. 
Until this matter of the rates is reme- 
died, Canadian shippers cannot hope 
to control more of the Northern triple. 

Aid. McCandless said that transporta- 
tion was responsible for the evils which 
exist. It was impossible for the small 
trader, especially in heavy goods, to 
compete with the large companies. The 
fact is that the big companies can take 
trade from tho Coast and laud it in 
Dawson for so much less than local 
dealers. How can the small trader ex- 
pect to take in goods for .$100 a ton— 
and in one ease his firm had paid $:S0O 
per ton— when goods can be shipped in 
from St. Michael and sold for so much 
less. The policy of the fW. 1'. '& Y. 
company had been to pretend they were 
doing nil they could in the interest of 
'Canadians when Ijicy were securing 
favorable legislation or privileges, 
whereas in reality the company was do- 
ing all it could to turn business to tho 
United States. The company has had 

a tr endotis pull in this city. In the 

opinion of the speaker a great mistake 
had " " ii made in not having an all- 
Cnnudiati road to the Yukon. The fact 
is, he coutiuued, Canadians are afraid 
to take anj action fearing action on the 
part of the Americans to prevent them 
entering the country. The Dominion 
oIUcIiiIh do not wish in antagonize 
Americans for fear that they may take 
steps to prevent Canadians going into 
their own (country. If there was u 
Canadian mute, the speaker, concluded, 
there would soon bo no Sicagwav, hut 
cities would be built up along the route 
in Canadian territory. 

A. .1. Morris, traveler Tor J. Piercy 
& Co., sail the lorire commercial com- 
panies linvk donu all in their power to 
keep the trade from Victoria and Van- 
couver, n nil Canadian points. As things 
were tills season the mine-owners em- 
ploying large numbers went to the big 
companies for their season's supplies, 
and the company took a mortgage on 
the mines for the money. If tho mine- 
owner could' not pay, the company took 
the mine. 

Dr. '.Milio said it seemed that the 
small denlel had been knocked out of 
the trade. There was no rush of men 
out now as there wns in tho past to 
buy goods—they had enough of the 
treatment of the White Pass & Yukon 
company. He had shipped some ma- 
chinery to Dawson, and tin' company 
would not atcept the weights given by 
the Albion Iron Works, but weighed 
the goods ni Skagway, and when the 
consignment reached Dawson, although 
$1(10 per ton was paid as freight, an ad- 
ditional $100. was collected at Dawson. 
As to the falling off of the trade here, 
said the speaker, it has been said that 
the White I'ass route cannot compete 
with the St. Michael trade. During 
conversation with managers of big com- 
mercial companies at Dawson, the 
speaker leamcii that the company could 
get its rreight delivered at iSt. Michael 
by large steamers for $fl per ton. 
whereas last year the White Pass & 
Yukon company charged $125 per ton 
for st.-iple articles. The small dealer 
could not compete with that. 

The settlement of the Alaska bound- 
ary question should be urged on the 
Dominion government, for it was only 
a row days ago that he rend despatches 
telling that the United 'Stutes coyem- 
meut was passing estimates for the for- 
tification of Skagvjay, and tho points 
in tlu< disputed territory. If tho bound- 
ary question was settled, a road could 
be' built under government control, and 
if Skagway was wlvliin Canadian bor- 
ders the government could control the 
\V. P. & Y. eompijny — or at any rate 
build a road and have competitive rates. 
It is between Skagway and White 
Horgo where the cjcessive rates are 
charged. It is. the .speaker said, ridicu- 
lous for anyone to pay from $12 to $13 
per ton for liny on the Eraser river and 
pay ■'<UX> per ton to get it to Dawson. 
Under such a state of affairs, the small 
dealer was knocked out. Concluding, 
the speaker described the immense 
stores the commercial companies had at 
Dawson with their great stocks which 
might feed the district for ten years. 

C. II. Lugt'in, speaking of the lower 
river transportation arrangement, said 
that at present there were only two 
companies, the 'Northern Commercial 
company, which was composed of four 
amalgamated companies, the Alaska 
Commercial company, A. E. company, 
Empire Transportation line, and S. Y. 
T. T. company, which were made up 
exclusively of Americans, and the N. 
A. T. T. company, which was not ex- 
clusively uu American compnny, but 
made up of men in Chicago and Can- 
ada, largely controlled by Canadians of 
prominence, in fact, two of the leading 
members were auioug the 'best known of 
Canadians— it was unnecessar to men- 
tion their names. The companies have 
an alliance witli the W. P. & Y. com- 
pany, and were understood to' have a 
freight arrangement with that com- 
pany. "I'he commercial companies op- 
erated large steamers from 'San Fran- 
cisco to St. Michael, which allowed of 
their carrying freight cheaper. A 
steamer could be put on the route be- 
tween Victoria or Vancouver and St. 
.Michael, hut there would not be suffi- 
cient Canadian, business to justify it 
running, it would have no return busi- 
ness as the American vessels have, and 
would have no connection on the low- 
er Yukon, for although Canadians have 
the free navigation of that river, they 
would have to carry everything from 
sea to Dawson without touching at the 
American ports of call, as can the Unit- 
ed States steamers. 'Consequently as 
far as the lower Yukon business is con- 
cerned, Canadians could not compete 
with the Americans, the trade must re- 
main in the bauds of Americans, and 
consequently in the hands of the big 
compai''"s. The N. C. company has 
large ocean carriers, aud its river steam- 
ers on the 1,700 miles of river between 
Dawson and the mouth can do a coast- 
ing trade; the company has also the 
Nome and Alaskan Coast trade, and in 
fact, is in such a position that it is use- 
less to talk of Canadian competition — 
but, the American companies could not 
put one pound of freight in Dawson if 
ibe laws of Canada were enforced. The 
American steamers are now allowed to 
do a consting trade, a privilege which 
is not given to any Canadian vessel by 
the United Slates. Every year in 
Marc h an order-in-council is made iby 
the Dominion government allowing the 
'American steamers to carry Canadian 
£00<1s North. There may lie consider- 
able smuggling on the lower river — 
doubtless there is— but even if there was 
not, the great saving in freight rates 
allows the big American companies to 
undersell their competitors, but that 
would not be the case if the laws were 
enforced regarding the carriage of 
Canadian goods to Dawson. If the Do- 
ininion government withdrew the enlist- 
ing privilege from American vessels, 
and then went to the \Y. V. Sc Y. com- 
pany and forced them to place thbir 
rates at living figures, conditions would 
he improved. The W. P. company have 
said their rates cannot be cut by the 
government, for the government lias iio 
jurisdiction over 20 miles of the road, 
but the government is surely not bo 
paralysed that it cannot control the 
other part of the line. If the privileges 
wen; removed from the 'American lioats, 
the speaker was or opinion; that the 
small dealers would sta't I' come out 
UqU.;u.

Strenuous efforts had been 
made to gen the government to control 
the rates, and the pretence of an effort 
had been made to control the rates, hut 
the effect was simply nothing— the rates 
had not been controlled, for today it 
costs live dollars more to place a steer 
in Dawson than it did last year, and so 
it is with other things. 

Mr. iMarn: Why do you say tho gov- 
ernment is powerless? 

Mr, Munn said he was only speaking 
from results. The rates had been re- 
duced on the Canadian side, hut raised 
on tho American side. The company 
reduced its rates privately to faror 
some, and to show how absurdly small 
wns its workings, said tho speaker, rates 
were given to some shippers with a con- 
dition that they were not to do busi- 
ness with the dealer against whom the 
line was prejudiced, and when business 
is done in this manner by the railway, 
it was dilllftult to get any part of the' 
trade. Victoria and Vancouver enjoy- 
ed a large amount of the Northern trade 
at one time, and would do a large ami 
profitable trade now, 'but for tho fact 
that the railway company had set it- 
self up to destroy that trade, and work- 
ing systematically to that end, had done 
so. It was, however, better to suggest a 
remedy instead of scold. 

Aid. iMc.Candless said the remedy was 
the building of the All-Cnnndian totite. 

George Anderson, the commissioner to 
the Yukon, said he was glad to see so 
many of Victoria's businessmen pres- 
ent, Tor it showed how keenly they 
were alive to the Yukon trade. He 
could see clearly that the business of 
the 'Northern country was now in the 
hands of the two Ibig commercial com- 
panies, for the reason that they con- 
trolled the transportation facilities. 
Thai must continue for a while, for as 
long as they were able to take in their 
own goods in their own vessels it was 
difficult for any merchant to attempt 
to compete. He did not believe a Cana- 
dian line to St. Michael could he ar- 
ranged, for the freight would have to 
ho taken up the river to Canadian ter- 
ritory without stop. How far the Do- 
minion government could control the W. 
P. & Y. railway, be did not know. 
Speaking with the hind in dispute con- 
sidered as American territory, the line 
was an international one, and it ap- 
peared in those premises that tho W. 
P. & 1\ company held tho key to the 
situation, and with their boats on the 
river from White dlorse to Oawsou 
they could make a through rate. lie 
supposed tramp steamers were running, 
but the White Pass & Yukon company 
could charge excessive local rates to 
White Horse, and thus work against 
these vessels, 
Mr. Allice— Which they do. 
Continuing, 'Mr. Anderson said the 
mutter appeared to be a dilllcult one to 
solve, 'fhe gentleman who suggested 
the all-Canadian route as a remedy did 
not mention a Coast port. He presum- 
ed I'ort Simpson would be the coast ter- 
minal. It would be a difficult railway 
to build, but if the gold was there the 
country should be developed. The gov- 
ernment was anxious to know why so 
much of the trade was in the hands of 
the Americans, and the speaker said he 
could see that it wns not due 'to the 
apathy of the 'business men. The duty 
on American goods presumably was not- 
a factor in tho matter, for with the 
excessive freight rates, and the advan- 
tages secured, the companies could 
easily pay the duties, and would (just 
as soon 'buy their goods in the United 
States as in Canada, as far as the duty 
was concerned. He understood that the 
commercial companies were buying con- 
siderable goods from Eastern Canadian 
merchants, but in tho position occupied 
by Victoria and Vancouver, if the Do- 
minion government could take action to. 
secure the trade for Canada, much of 
tho business should bo done by these 
ports. Except in the line) of manufac- 
tured goods and the goods imported 
around the Horn from England, trade 
matters with the North presented a 
problem that was difficult of solution. 
The commissioner said he would Inves- 
tigate closely into the class of goods 
which came from the United States and 
Canada, and hoped fo he able to re- 
port that Canadian merchants would be 
tilde to do more business than thev were 
doing at present, but bow to solve the 
freight question was the difficult mat- 
ter. 'He would be glad to recommend 
any remedy which would assist the mer- 
chants of t he West to do the t rade with 
the North, but he was not clear as to 
whether the government could control 
the rates over tin international road- 
speaking of course subject to Ibe dis- 
puted territory being classed as Ameri- 
can. He would, however, gel .-11 pos- 
sible facts. On bis return he will visit 
Seattle mid San Francisco to investi- 
gnte the conditions there as nffecting tho 
question. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the 
commissioner, who will leave for Van- 
couver this morning lo meet tho Van- 
couver merchants, and will leave 
the North on Monday on (lie Princess 
May, accompanied by Dr. Wiekett. tin 
trade representative sent to the Klon 
dike iby the Canadian Manufacturers' 
association, who is now in Vancouver.

That the Chinamen who inaugurated

court yesterday. The case failed utter- 
ly, Mr. F. Higgins, counsel for* the 
prosecution withdrawing from the case, 
giving as his reason that .Moo Shin, the 
informant, was tolling an entirely dif- 
ferent story in the box to what he told 
1 1 i m 'before he consented to take the 
case into court. On the other hand. 
Moo Shin swore in the witness box that 
ho was telling the same story, 'but' "ho 
disclosed his motive in bringing I lie 
charge when he stated that he and a 
friends had won Kl-1 in the gambling 
bouse, but had not been paid, the dealer 
calling out that the police were coming 
and all the Chinamen leaving the prem- 
ises. The story in Chinatown is that 
it was not this $1-1 that caused the 
prosecution, but the jealously of a rival 
faction, who used 'Moo Shin to wreck 
their vengeance on L. G. Wing, be- 
cause they could not get a share of the 
bush money which they allege is dis- 
tributed. 

The case was called in the 11 .filing 
when there was an argument ibetween 
counsel as to the right of the magis- 
trate to try the case summarily. This 
was settled by the accused asking for 
a preliminary hearing. Then another 
dilliciiltv arose, Mr. O. E. Powell, who 
with 'Mr. R. If. Pooley appeared for the 
defence, objecting to All Wing, the 
police court interpreter, acting in the 
ense, as he had had something to do 
with the starting of trie proceedings.

send ocean liners lo Europe, and have 
railroads carry passengers a hundred 
miles an hour by drawing their power 
from the air. 

Mr. t'esia has completed a large [tow- 
er house at Wanlenclyl'e, on Long is- 
land, and is building others throughout 
the country, and one in Scotland, be- 
tween which, be says, he .intends to 
send electric currents of sufficient vol- 
tage lo enable steamships and railroads 
lo draw all their power.

Build Smelter, But Not 
Immediately. 



June Group Sold to Copper 
fountain Mining and De- 
velopment Co. 



Messrs. Clurke and Gwin, of the 
l'reka Copper company, of Tncoma, 
called at the Colonist ollleo last even- 
ing ta correct a statement made, in an 
evening paper, to the effect that their 
company was about to build a smelter 
on (Juutsiuo iSouiid, near the deep 
water terminus of the tramway leading 
from the Comstoek mine. It was further 
stated that too smelter would be built 
this fall, and that it -would have a 
capacity of tuns daily. 

'Messrs. Clarke and Gwiii, spealruij; 
for their company, say the foregoing is 
wholly unauthorized. They have never 
concealed or denied the fact that the 
Yreka company intends to build a smel- 
ter to treat their Comstoek ores, as soon 
as sulllcieut development has been done 
on the. mine to warrant the enterprise, 
but they deny having specified a time 
for beginning the work, or of having 
chosen a sue. The whole matter is 
under consideration, and no definite ac- 
tion will be taken until the company's 
plans are fully matured. Meanwhile, as 
soon as the aerial tramway from the 
mine to the shipping point on the 
Sound is completed, regular shipments 
will likely be made to Orofton. 

Another matter to which the gentle- 
men called the attention of the Colonist, 
was the statement in the same Article, 
that two men, Nolan and Skedin, are 
working "full blast" on a property situ- 
ated near the southeast arm of Qu»t-, 
siuo iSound, and about 10 miles from the 
Yreka. The Yreka,' as everybody 
knows, is on iMount Richards, near 
Crofton, but that lias nothing to do with 
the case in point— the paper probably 
desired to say that the" Nolan and Sked- 
in property lies about 10 miles from the 
Comstoek. Messrs. Clarke nnd Gwin 
bought the property, which is known as 
the Juno group, from 'Messrs. Nolan nnd 
•SUedln, some time ago, nnd sold it to 
the Copper Mountain Mining & Dev 
.velopment company of Tacoma. Tne 
company crosscut the lead, nnd satisfied 
themselves that there was n good ore 
body there, nnd are now preparing to 
put a gang of miners to work to develop 
their property on a large scale. 



after being crushed, the ore is carried 
up by a lift to the top Uoor samplers. 
The sample taken from them is- passed 
down to the next smelter, crushed again 
in a second rock crusher on the third 
Uoor, and again sampled, the discarded 
ore passing by gravity either into one of 
the east bins, or out l>y a ichute from 
the north side of the sampling house, 
at will. Just at present, pending the 
lixing-up of the closed furnaces, ore is 
being passed out by this chute into ears 
and run along a trestle-way "behind the 
works to where a heap is being formed 
for experimental open roasting. 

The framework of the furnace and 
converter house has been completed 
some time, and is now nearly enclosed 
with sheets of corrugated iron. A large 
matte furnace is in place. This will 
roast UOO to HoO tons of ore a day. Be- 
sides this, a small cupola furnace is to 
hand, and a garrison furnace is on its 
way to Crofton. It is expected that 
the furnace will bo ready to be blown 
in by the loth August.— Crofton Ga- 
zette.

PKJ IRON IN CANADA. 

Demand for Output of Canadian Fur- 
naces Increasing. 

The condition of stocks of pig iron 
in Canada necessitates steady buying. 
Representatives of the furnaces report 
that they are taking a large number of 
orders for delivery for the Brst half 
of next year, and, from what we can 
gather, a larger quantity of pig iron has 
been already sold for 1903 than there 
was up to February last for 1002, 

A new feature uf the situation is the 
demand which has arisen for iron on 
steel-rail-making account. The Clergue 
works, at Saul! Ste. .Marie, since they 
began operations, have turned out steel 
rails at the rat'' of 500 tons per day. 
Before the rail mills were started ,the 
company bought from one blast furnace 
alone HO.OOO tons uf pig iron, and it lias 
since repeated t lie order. 

It is the general opinion among au- 
thorities that the consumption of pig iron 
in Canada since the starting up of the 
Clergue steel rail mills is in excess of 
the quantity that is being turned out by 
the home furnaces. This, however, is 
only n temporary matter, as, when all 
the' furnaces are in blast, the quantity 
will of course, be more than sufficient to 
supply the home market. 

'Since beginning operations tho Sydney 
furnaces have exported over 5(1. WO inns 
to Great Britain alone. The official re- 
turns show that from the whole of -Can- 
ada during the 'first ten months of the 
past fiscal year, ending April last, the 
total quantity exported to all countries 
was 02,571 tons, valued at $902,492. Of 
this quantity ,N7,t»<i() tons went to Great 
Britain alone. For the whole twelve 
months of the fiscal year 10(11 the total 
quantity of pig iron exported fioin Can- 
ada only amounted to 5,G2:j tons, of 
which but 1,607 tons went to Great 
Britain. 

That the steel works at Sault Ste. 
Mnrie will be a large consumer of pig 
iron for some time to come is evident 
from the fact that it alreaedy has on its 
hooks orders for about 100,OCH) tons of 
steel rails.

Mr. D. McNicoll, second vice-president 
and general manager of the G. I*. R., ac- 
companied by Mr. E. II. MdHeury, 
chief engineer of the entire system of 
tho Canadian National highway; Mr. 
Robert Kerr, passenger tralllc manager, 
ami Mr. R. Marpole, general superinten- 
dent of the Pacific division, arrived 
from Vancouver last evening, and arc 
staying at the Driard. Mr. McNicoll 
ami the ot!ieials< accompanying him are 
on their annual tour of inspection of 
the lines of tlio company, and they will 
return to the Terminal City by tonight's 
steamer. 

When soon at tho Union club last 
night, Mr. McrNicoll stated in answer 
to u question, that the C. I'. R., as a 
company, had not discussed the matter 
of tho establishment here Of a first 
class hotel on the lines of those at 
Banff, Vancouver, Quebec and other 
points along their line. 

"In fact," said Mr. MeXieoll, "it is a 
comparatively" new question, at least so 
far as I know. I lind but a short talk 
with Sir Thomas Shatlghnessy on his 
return from the Coast, ami although the 
proposition may have been presented to 
him. and will in due course no doubt 
bo laid before the company, still, as I 
say, I had but a short time with him 
'before leaving on my present trip, and 
there are doubtless many questions 
which he did not go into with mo. It 
would 'be impossible for me to say what 
view the company would take of tho 
mutter, besides have you not hotels 
enough even now?" 

Tlio new fast ferry service between 
this city and Vancouver, Mr. McNicoll 
stated, would be in readiness for\opera- 
tiou enr,ly next spring. This vessel is 
being built at Newcastle, and will be 
a strictly up-to-date and speedy vessel; 
the particulars of her dimensions, speed, 
etc., having already appeared in these 
columns. 

"With respect to the fast Atlantic ser- 
vice," continued Mr. McNicoll, I have 
not heard anything except what has ap- 
peared in the newspapers. All I know 
is that we have made an offer to the 
Imperial government for a combined 
fast freight passenger service. This is 
a purely C. P. R. enterprise, and has no 
connection -whatever with the so-called 
anti-Morgan combine. If we secure the 
contract it will be another link in the 
C. 1\ R. system. 

"It is quite probable that the Cana- 
dian-Australian service will be increas- 
ed very shortly, as business indications 
all point that way. As the trade, de- 
velops, of course, increased facilities 
must be supplied to handle it. AVe have 
had agents at work for some time in 
Australia, and it takes some little time 
to got it into people's heads that tiie 
,('. I'. R. line has attractions. This 
.service is not a part of the C. P. R., 
, but is a separate undertaking. I be- 
Jieve that trade between Canada and 
j Australia is capable of great expansion, 
! and with time and additional vessels 
i it is 'bound to come this way. The

The Deputy Minister of Agriculture 
returned on Sunday from a visit to 
various Mainland points and reports 
most favorably on the state of the crops 
and agricultural matters generally. At 
Kaniloops ho attended tho quarterly 
meeting of the Emit Growers' associar 
tion, which, although • not largely at- 
tended by the local people, -was a good 
meeting from an educational point of 
view, and will be productive of much 
good in tho future. The meetings of 
this association have heretofore been 
confined almost entirely to the Lower 
Mainland, with the result that the ob- 
jects and scope of the association, which 
supported by a government grant, 
were not generally known, nnd siuco 
the few who heard of the existence of 
the association were not aware that it 
is of a provincial character; the. inem- 
Ibership naturally was confined to a 
limited area. The result has heen quite 
an accession to the membership, nnd it 
the intention hereafter to bold tho 
meetings at various points in order that 
the objects for which the act -was pass- 
ed by the Legislature, viz: "the general 
advancement of the interests of fruit 
growing nnd horticulture throughout tho 
province," may be made generally 
known, and the association made truly 
provincial in character. The apple pro- 
ducing capabilities of most portions of 
the interior mainland are not yet fully 
realized by the people of that portion 
of the province. Tho apples are acknowl- 
edged to Ibe ifiner, both as to appearance 
and quality than those produced on the 
Coast. At Kamloops wherever water 
is available, tho growth of the trees is 
phenomenal, and the fruit of proportion- 
ate excellence, the industry, however, 
hereabouts has not so far been prose- 
cuted to the extent it deserves. This 
may be attributed first to the reluct- 
ance that the obi-timers have for 
changing their methods, and secondly, 
to the limited supply of nn available 
water supply. This matter, of such 
vital importance to tho agriculturists of 
the dry belt, is one, which sooner or 
later will have to bo taken up by tho 
Legislature, and somo scheme evolved 
ulating the use of available water. 
Dr. Wade, Mr. J. P. Smith, and Mr. 
Anderson all spoke on tlio subject, the 
latter promising his continued exertions 
the direction indicated, At Ash- 
croft, Spence's Bridge and Lytton; not- 
ably tho latter point, where Mr. Thos. 
G. Earl lias his celebrated orchard, the 
finest quality of apples are produced. 
[Peaches, grapes, and apricots are pro- 
duced in limited quantities, and (he 
production will no doubt in the future 
be greatly extended. -Mr. Thos. Cun- 
ningham, inspector of fruit: Mr. Thos. 
G. 'Earl, Mr. Henry Kipp, Mr. Palmer, 
Mr. (Brandrith, and others from tho 
Coast, attended the meeting and spoko 
on various subjects. 

The new exhibition grounds and .build- 
ings which are across tho main river at 
point which is crossed by tho .bridge 
lately constructed by the government; 
were visited, nnd found to be most 
creditable, especially tnking into con- 
sideration the fact that they aro not 
yet a year old, and constructed by tho 
voluntary subscriptions of tho citizens 
of Kamloops. The supply of water for 
the grounds is the one drawback at tho 
present. The city is willing to graut 
tho use of the city water, but permis- 
sion has been refused to allow the pipes 
to cross the bridge. 

Mr. Anderson also attended meetings

lizing tho expectations formed of them 
early in the season; these remarks are 
applicable to all points along the Okana- 
gan Lake and Mission Valley. Prom 
various points hereabouts, fruit and 
vegetables aro being shipped to the 
"Northwest and other points along tho 
line of railroad. Mr. Robinson, o£ 
Peachland and Summerland, was met 
on board the steamer Aberdeen, and ho 
was very enthusiastic regarding the 
future of these places. Ait "Peachland 
thero is quite a village on the lako shoro 
and higher up on tlio benches aro to bo 
seen the fruit farms of the settlers. 
Summerland, lower down tho lake, has 
just been acquired by tho company, and 
lias much greater agricultural extent 
than the former. Included in tins' "es- 
tate, is tho farm lately owned 'by Mr. 
(Barclay, and who now seems disposed 
to regret having parted with it, and 
sinaii wonder, as it is beautiful, fer- 
tile and well watered. Under the able 
superintendence of Mr. Robiusoa there 
is no question but that this estate "will 
soon ,be settled and become a thriving 
anil busy centre. Mr. Robinson is un- 
questionably the right man in the right 
place, I'enticton sustains its reputa- 
tion for coolness in summer, a refresh- 
ing breeze not felt in the upper part, 
being almost continuous, cooling the air, 
nnd, making a delicious contrast to those 
pti t its not so much favoured. Mr. 
Thos. Ellis' farm is situated at this 
point, and is unquestionably one of the 
most beautiful in the province. The 
stately Yellow or Hull Pines (Pinus pou- 
derosiil scattered over the level, open 
land with fringes of poplar and birch on 
the banks of the streams give it a park 
like appearance. The land is of the 
icbest, producing enormous crops of 
every description. 'Mr. Ellis is justly 
proud of one particular cherry tree, 
which be avers is the largest in the pro- 
vince; Mr. Anderson whilst hesitating 
to endorse this assertion, has no hesita- 
tion in acknowledging that it is the 
most heavily laden in the province, with 
the very 'best of White Ileart cherries; 
it is truly a sight to behold, A visit 
under the guidance of Mr. Alfied Wade 
was paid to Trout Creek, remarkable 
for poaches, apples, cherries, nnd mos- 
quitos. Mr. Turner has a line place at 
this point, as well as Mr. (Jartrell, ut 
whose house the visitors were entertain- 
ed. (Mr. P. G. Anderson has over an 
aero of tomatoes at this poiit, which 
are looking remarkably 'line. The pro- 
duct, when ready, is already disposed of 
to 'Mr. Stirling, of Kelowna, at a price 
which it is considered will repay the 
grower handsomely. White Lako, on 
the Osoyoos road, was also visited, nnd 
here, as elsewhere, everything was 
thriving. The road in this direction 
passes along tho shores of Dog Lake. 
Steep sand hills rise from the •wntor'* 
edge, and the road was originally con- 
structed on the hill out of tie reach of 
high water, the road bed wat, however, 
round to be so bad with the shifting 
sand, that it was changed, Ind put ut 
tho foot of the bluff, near tie level of 
the lake. This answered much better, 
until the high water came, and washed 
the road out, so that a drive through 
the water in two places, for about half 
a mile is at present necessary, being 
neither comfortable nor particularly 
safe with an inexperienced or fractious 
horse. The past experience in tho 
const ruction of this road leaves the 
question in a much perplexed condition, 
/but that it should be inaie out of the 
reach of the water seems Inevitable. The 
water in all the lakes ami rivers is high- 
er at this time of the year than can be 
remembered by the "oldest inhabitant." 
All tho low lands in the vicinity of the 
Okanagan Lake are, or have been, over- 
flowed, and with the recession of the 
water an epidemic of mosquitos is at 
least to bo expected, and let US' hope 
nothing worse. Kelovna is particular- 
ly unfortunately situated in this respect, 
being very Utile above the level of the 
lake, drainage is impossible during high 
water.

In the Spallumchoen valley the har- 
vesting of crops lias been delayed, and 
indeed this may be said of most parts 
of the upper country, by the unusually 
excessive rainfall, and as a conse- 
quence cereals are in many places fully 
ripe, nnd it is feared on account of the 
lack of the necessary harvest laborers, 
a large percentage will be lost by shell- 
ing out on tin- ground. 'Wheat, in con- 
tradistinction to last vear, is filled out 
to tin- very tips of the ears, which are 
of unusual length. It may be remem- 
bered that last year the result of this 
crop was ino>-t disappointing on ac- 
count of the insufficient tilling out of 
the heads. Mr, Appleton, the efficient 
manager of the Columbia flour mills at 
Knderby. expresses the belief that in 
spite of the decreased area under wheat 
the production will possible double that 
of last year. The area under potatoes 
has largely increased in this district and 
Okanagan and a very largo production 
is anticipated, and will no doubt bo 
realized as they are exceptionally well 
grown. The cultivation of leguminous 
crops lias been strongly urged upon the 
farmers of this district by the various 
speakers sent by tho Department of Ag- 
riculture to address meetings of Far- 
mers' institutes, but it is to bo regretted 
that the cultivation of clover, alfalfa 
and alsike is not undertaken to any ex- 
tent. Tho contention of ninny is does 
not do well. This, however, is disproved 
by the 'fine crops produced in one or two 
places where it has been tried and at 
Grande Prairie, which is practicably 
the same valley, only on a higher ele- 
vation. A reform will no doubt shortly 
have to bo made in this direction, in 
view of the creamery industry having 
been initiated. This industry after sev- 
eral attempts during the last two years 
to interest the people of the valley, "s 
now an accomplished fact. The build- 
ing stands close to the railway track at 
Armstrong, and a plant of the capacity 
of one 'thousand cows is now being in- 
stalled. 'Mr. Anderson predicts this is 
the initiation of a great reform in 
farming methods in that part of the 
(-onntry. and he has no doubt but that 
it is the first of many creameries that 
will be erected in the near future.

THD YUKON TRADE. 

Special Representative of Eastern 
'Manufacturers En Routo North 

The Canadian Manufacturers' associa- 
tion is as its name implies, an organiza- 
tion of manufacturers of the 'Dominion 
which has for its object the furthering 
of the interests of that class of tho 
commercial community. It has many 
members in this province, and include 
nearly all the leading establishments in 
thetEast. The headquarters aro in Toron- 
to and at a recent meeting it was re- 
solved to send, a special representative 
to the Yukon in order to look oyjjr the 
ground and see if the oft-repeated as- 
sertion that American houses controlled 
the trade of that district could not ',n 
a measure be changed and a large share 
of the business secured for Canadian 
houses. 

With this object in view, the associa- 
tion appointed Dr. iS. M. Wickett, of 
Toronto, speeial representative, and 
that gentleman arrived in Vnncouver 
lately en route to the Yukon. "When 
the Victoria Board of Trade beard of 
the approaching despatch of this trade 
representative to tho Northern gold 
fields, it placed itself in communication 
with the ofllcials in Toronto, in order 
if possible that an interview might bo 
arranged between the board nnd Dr. 
WiCltett. Last night /Mr. Secretary 
I'ilworthy was in receipt of a letter 
from Dr. Wickett at Vancouver, staling 
that owing to the brief time at his dis- 
posal he would not be able to remain 
in \ Ictoria longer than one day, as he 
leaves for the North on Monday.
